The  Death  Rate  for  1936  is  13.6  per  1,000,  which  is  0.1  per  1,000 
higher  than  in  1935.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  ^ 12.1  per 
1,000.  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  County  when  allowance  has 
been  made  for  age  grouping  and  .sex  distribution  is  10.7  per  1,000.

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  1936  is  43  per  1,000  births.  The 
rate  for  legitimate  children  is  42.5  per  1,000  and  for  illegitimate  children 
52.6  per  1,000  births.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  59  per  1,000 
births. 

Matern.al  Mortality. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  four  from  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  in  1936,  compared  with  6 Sepsis  and  7 I’yre.xia  in  1935.  The 
Maternal  death  rate  is  3.81  per  1,000  five  births  as  compared  with  7.76 
in  1935.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  3.81  per  1,000  live  births. 
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Tuberculosis. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  for  the  year  1936  shows  an 
increase  compared  with  1935.  Tlie  Death  Rate  from  I’ulmonary 
Tuberculosis  is  0.574  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  from  other 
forms  of  Tuberculo.sis  is  0.146  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  total 
Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  is  0.720  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  0.597 
in  1935.  The  figure  for  Kngland  and  Wales  for  the  total  Tuberculasis 
Death  Rate  was  0.692  in  1936. 

Zymotic  Dise.\ses. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  is  much  the  same  as  in  1935, 
the  number  of  notifications  in  1936  being  536,  against  539  in  1935.  The 
Death  Rate  from  Influenza  is  lower  than  in  1935.  The  Death  Kate 
from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  is  3.2  per  1,000  births  for  1936,  as  compared 
with  2.4  per  1,000  births  in  1935.  .The  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
is  5.9  per  1,000  births  in  1936. 

Puerperal  Fever  axd  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  treatment  of  women  suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Puerperal  Pyre.'cia  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  the  Hereford 
General  Hospital,  subject  to  certain  rules  and  conditions. 

Seven  ca,ses  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  1 1 of  Pyre.xia  were  treated 
during  1936. 

Difficult  Labour. 

Cases  of  difficult  labour  are  treated  at  the  Hereford  General 
Hospital,  for  which  the  County  Council  have  agreed  to  pay  £400  for 
1936.  116  Ccises  were  dealt  with  during  1936. 

Ophthalmia  Neon.atorum. 

Eight  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  treated  at  the  Hereford 
Eye  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Specimens  of  blood  for  Wassermann  Reaction  are  sent  to  Birming- 
ham University  and  films  for  Gonococci  are  examined  at  the  County 
Laboratory.  Whenever  a positive  Wassermann  reaction  is  found,  a 
confidential  letter,  without  any  name  being  mentioned,  is  sent  to  the 
medical  practitioner  concerned  offering  treatment  for  his  patient  at  the 
Clinic.  The  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Isolation  Block  of  the  Hereford  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  and  in-patient  treatment  is  also  provided  for  in 
the  same  Institution  and  at  Cleveland  House,  Wolverhampton. 

Cou.nty  L.aboratory.  ' ' 

4,497  Specimens  were  e.xamined  in  1936,  as  compared  with  5.398 
in  1935.  The  number  of  specimens  is  less  chiefly  as  regards  Diphtheria 
s\vabs,  as  we  had  no  epidemics  during  1936,  and  in  1935  there  were  three 
outbreaks  in  villages  of  the  County.  The  work  is  useful  in  controlling 
epidemics,  and  positive  results  of  swabs  are  phoned  to  the  doctors  and 
also  to  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  so  that  immediate  steps  can 
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be  taken.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  c.xamination.s  of  the  River  Wye 
from  Hay  to  Monmouth  have  been  carried  out  at  almost  monthly  periods 
and  should  furnish  useful  information  when  the  survey  is  completed. 
The  number  of  water  samples  e.xamined  is  double  that  of  last  year. 


Mental  Deficiency. 

Cases  of  Mental  Deficiency  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical 
Adviser  by  various  voluntary  and  other  agencies.  Provision  is  made 
for  adult  cases  at  Ross  Institution,  which  is  certified  by  the  Board  of 
Control,  and  where  suitable  training  is  now  available  in  mat-making 
under  the  supervision  of  an  attendant.  The  accommodation  at  Ro.ss 
is  to  be  e.xtended  to  house  40  female  defectives,  and  40  male  defectives 
will  be  provided  for  at  VVeobley.  Children  will  be  sent  to  suitable 
Institutions  outside  the  County.  Very  considerable  difficulty  is  being 
experienced  in  finding  vacancies  for  low  grade  children. 

I have  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Public  Assistance  and  Public 
Health  and  other  Committees  for  their  continued  co-operation  and 
support.  I also  wish  to  e.xpress  my  indebtedness  to  the  District  Merlical 
Officers  and  Staff  for  their  valued  cissistance  and  co-operation.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  1936,  79  deaths  were  directly  attributable 
to  Tuberculosis.  Of  this  number,  63  of  the  deaths  were  caused 
by  Pulmonary  Tubeiculosis  (Phthisis),  and  16  by  other  tubercular 
diseases. 

Compared  with  1935,  therefore,  there  were  13  more  deaths 
from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  14  more  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
of  the  Lungs  (Phthisis),  and  1 less  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
than  in  1935. 
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Phthisis. 

Tuberculosis  of  Lungs  (Phthisis). — The  number  of  deaths 
from  Phthisis  in  the  Administrative  County  during  1936  was  63 
(compared  with  49  in  1935).  of  which  33  occurred  in  the  Urban 
and  30  in  the  Rural  Districts.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Notification,  Etc. 

The  number  of  Pulmonary  Cases  notified  during  1936  was 
15  less,  and  the  number  of  non-Pulmonary  Cases  notified  was 
6 greater  than  in  1935. 

At  Nieuport  Sanatorium,  -\Imeley,  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  provision  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  34  adults  and  28 
children.  The  Children’s  Block  is  entirely  separated  from 
" Nieuport  House,”  where  the  adults  are  accommodated.  There 
are  also  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  at  Hereford,  Bromyard,  Kington, 
Leominster,  Ross,  and  Ledbury,  fuU  particulars  being  given  as 
to  situation  and  time  of  clinic  on  page  38  of  this  Report. 

Camp  Meadow  Hospital,  Ross,  was  opened  on  1st  June,  1936, 
and  is  now  available  for  the  treatment,  of  advanced  cases.  There 
are  11  beds  available.  Fifteen  cases  were  treated  during  1936. 
Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of 
Abdominal,  Meningeal,  Glandular,  Genito-Urinal  and  Miliary 
Tuberculosis  at  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital.  Ten  cases 
were  treated  during  1936. 

There  is  still  difficulty  in  obtaining  early  cases  for  Sanatorium 
and  the  patients  admitted  to  Sanatorium  contain  a fairly  large 
proportion  of  adv^anced  cases. 

The  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officers  arc  always  willing  to  examine 
doubtful  cases.  Such  cases  can  be  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  for 
further  observation,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  get  X-Ray  films 
taken  either  at  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital,  Talgarth 
Sanatorium  or  elsewhere. 
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Surgical  Tuberculosis, 

Four  beds  at  The  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  arc  available  for  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis,  and  these 
have  been  occupied  continuously  throughout  the  year.  Four 
beds  are  available  for  Lupus  Cases  at  The  London  Hospital, 
WTiitechapel.  ' /

During  1936.  63  deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
— 23  males  and  40  females.  Of  these,  2 females  were  not  notified. 
Sixteen  deaths  occurred  from  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis — 
6 males  and  10  females  ; 3 females  were  not  notified.  The  ratio 
of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  Tuberculosis  deaths 
is  therefore  5 to  63  or  I ; 13. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  or  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925, 
Section  62,  during  the  year. 

\’’ery  close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Sanitary 
Authorities,  and  copies  of  Laboratory  Reports  on  analyses  of 
Sputa,  etc.,  are  sent  to  Sanitary  Authorities  for  their  information, 
and  those  Authorities  materially  assist  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  by 
undertaking  the  disinfection  of  shelters. 

Patients  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Health  \'isiting  Staff 
on  their  discharge  from  Sanatorium. 

A large  amount  of  work  is  done  in  regard  to  non-Pulmonary 
cases  by  the  local  Orthopaedic  After-Care  Committee — a voluntary 
organisation  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society — 
which  is  a most  efficient  body  of  workers.  Clinics  are  held  at 
Hereford,  Leominster  and  Ledbury,  under  fhe  supervision  of  a 
Surgeon  from  The  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic 
Hospital.

Treatment. 

During  the  year  the  Dispensaries  dealt  with  83d  separate 
attendances  of  patients,  invohang  668  patients  ; 295  new  cases 
came  under  review. 

The  function  of  the  Dispensary  is  to  decide  what  form  of 
treatment  is  suitable  for  each  case.  Early  cases  only,  if  possible, 
should  be  sent  to  Sanatorium.  Late  cases  are  treated  at  Camp 
Meadow  Hospital,  Ross,  and  other  cases  of  Glandular,  Abdominal, 
Meningeal,  Genito-Urinary  and  Mihary  Tuberculosis  are  now 
treated  at  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital. 

Twelv'e . cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  received  treatment 
at  The  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic  Hospital  during 
the  year — 4 males  and  8 females. 

One  case  of  Lupus  in  a female  was  treated  at  The  London 
Hospital.  One  case,  a female,  was  seen  as  an  out-patient. 

Five'  males — 2 Pulmonary  and  3 non-Pulmonary — and  5 
females — 3 Pulmonary,  1 non-Pulmonary  and  1 Observ'ation  case — 
were  treated  at  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital.

CAMP  MEADOW  HOSPITAL,  ROSS-ON-WYE. 


On  1st  June.  1936,  a small  hospital  was  opened  at  Ross-on-Wye 
for  the  admission  of  advanced  cases  of  tuberculosis,  who  are,  there- 
fore, not  suitable  for  Sanatorium  treatment,  and  also  to  take 
advanced  cases  who  have  been  living  in  shelters,  etc.,  at  Public 
Assistance  Institutions. 

The  Hospital  is  proving  very  successful,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  6 in-patients. 

The  patients  'there  are  made  as  comfortable  as  possible,  and 
well  looked  after — in  fact  some  have  improved  so  much  in  condition 
that  they  have  been  discharged  to  their  homes,  and  two  were 
transferred  to  Xieuport  Sanatorium.

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

The  provision  in  respect  of  Infectious  Diseases  Isolation 
Hospitals  remains  much  the  same.  The  Hereford  Rural  District 
Isolation  Hospital  is  available,  by  arrangement,  for  patients  from 
the  whole  County,  excepting  Hereford  City. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

By  the  Approved  Scheme  one  Treatment  Centre  is  provided 
at  the  Isolation  Block  of  the  Hereford  Public  Assistance  Institution 
for  the  whole  County,  and  is  under  the  care  of  a physician  and  a 
surgeon  who  have  specialised  in  these  diseases.  Arrangements  are 
made  with  Birmingham  University  Pathological  Department  for 
the  Wassermann  tests,  etc.,  and  with  the  County  Laboratory  for 
the  microscopical  work.  In-patient  treatment  is  also  pro\ided 
for  at  the  same  institution. 

The  Clinic  is  available  for  the  entire  County,  and  is  also  open 
to  patients  from  the  County  of  Radnor. 

The  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Isolation  Block,  Hereford  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  at  the  following  hours  ; — 

Tuesdays,  6-7  p.m. — Females. 

Wednesdays,  1.30  to  2.30  p.m. — Males  and  Females. 

Fridays,  6-7  p.m. — Males. 

The  Clinic  is  open  to  Males  for  irrigation  daily  (except 
Sundays)  between  6 and  7 p.m.

Dr.  C.  W.  Walker. 

The  present  arrangements  are  fairly  adequate  and  the  co- 
operation, of  the  medical  profession  is  satisfactory.  On  receipt 
of  the  results  of  the  Wassermann  reactions  from  Birmingham,  a 
letter  is  sent  to  each  practitioner  whose  patient  has  giv^en  a positive 
result,  together  with  a card  giving  all  particulars  of  the  Chnic  and 
offering  treatment  for  his  patient  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 

The  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  all  well  informed 
of  the  facilities  provided  for  diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  that 
they  can  consult  the  medical  officers  of  the  Clinic  by  appointment 
on  any  Clinic  day. 

Eighteen  medical  practitioners,  in  addition  to  the  medical 
officers  of  the  Clinic,  are  qualified  to  receive  free  supplies  of 
arsenobenzene  compounds.

In  connection  with  these  cases  the  adulteration  took  place 
in  the  County  but  the  Cowkeeper  had  evidently  become  suspicious 
as.samples  taken  by  the  County  Authority  were  found  to  be  genuine.

All  the  samples  were  genuine  and  free  from  preservatives 
and  thickening  substances.  The  fat  content  varied  from  23%  to 
26%.

All  the  samples  were  free  from  preservatives,  and,  w-ith  the 
exception  of  one  of  the  samples  of  Margarine,  which  contained 
16-2%  of  moisture,  the  moisture  content  was  below  the  legal  limit 
of  16%. 

Drugs. 

A sample  of  Camphorated  Oil  was  reported  to  be  deficient 
of  7%  of  Camphor.  The  attention  of  the  vendor  was  drawn  to  the 
deficiency  and  a satisfactory  e.xplanation  was  given.

Health  Visiting, 

The  present  Scheme,  as  approved  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  was  initiated  in  November,  1917. 

The  present  staff  consists  of  the  Superintendent,  with  the 
assistance  of  a lady  clerk,  four  full  time  and  one  half-time  Health 
Visitors,  working  in  six  Health  areas.  In  November,  1928,  the 
areas  of  Ledbury  and  Bromyard  were  put  under  the  charge  of  one 
Health  Visitor,  who  is  provided  with  a motor  car.  Within  these 
areas  the  pan-time  service  of  46  local  District  Nurses  is  also  avail- 
able, for  school  and  tuberculosis  work  and  notification  of  birth 
duties. 

In  the  several  areas  the  Health  Visitors,  assisted  by  the  local 
District  Nurses,  visit  the  notified  births,  attend  the  local  Infant 
Welfare  Centres,  visit  all  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  including 
discharged  soldiers,  and  attend  the  local  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. 

Grants  to  District  Nursing  Associations. 

Grants  are  paid  to  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County 
Nursing  Association  on  the  following  basis  : — £35  for  the  first 
year  ; £25  a year  thereafter. 

These  grants  are  intended  to  be  devoted  towards  paying  the 
District  Nurses’  salary.

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  up  to  five  years 
of  age  are  seen  at  the  Voluntary  Child  Welfare  Centres.  Ante- 
Natal  advice  is  given  at  the  Centres.  Ante-Natal  Wsits  are  also 
paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  different  areas  and  advice  given. 
There  are  no  Hospitals  run  by  the  County  Council  for  the  reception 
of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children. 

The  arrangements  for  out-patient  orthopaedic  treatment  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age  is  undertaken  by  the  Local  Ortho- 
paedic After-Care  Committee,  as  described  under  Tuberculosis. 

Cases  of  difficult  labour  have  been  treated  at  the  Hereford 
General  Hospital  at  a cost  of  /400  for  1936. 

Milk  (Mothers,  .and  Children)  Order,  1918. — The  Order 
has  been  in  force  during  the  year,  and  is  operative  within  the 
County  area  as  a whole.  No  scale  of  wages  has  been  adopted  by 
the  Council,  the  ba.sis  of  distribution  being  largely  destitution. 
Every  case  is  carefully  scrutinised  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  all 
information  as  to  wages,  number  in  family,  etc.,  is  transmitted  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  special  forms.  Applica- 
tions come  through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  medical  practi- 
tioners, local  nurses,  and  Health  Visitors.  During  the  period  in" 
question  the.se  cases  were  dealt  with  at  a cost  of  £81  17s.  Od.

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

At  the  end  of  1935  there  were  33  males  and  27  females  certified 
and  under  control.  During  the  year  1 male  and  7 females  were 
certified  : 3 cases  were  sent  to  Stoke  Park  Colony,  3 to  Ross  Certified 
Institution,  and  1 to  Hortham  Colony,  Bristol.  One  male  and  two 
females  died  during  the  year. 

There  were  34  males  and  34  females  in  Certified  Institutions 
at  the  end  of  1936. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  136  males  and  102  females  were  under 
supervision  at  their  homes. 

Twenty-nine  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Committee  during 
the  year,  and  1 male  and  7 females  were  recommended  to  be 
certified. 

The  mentally  defective  cases  are  visited  periodically  by  the  ’ 
Health  Visitors,  and  reported  on  every  two  months  by  them  to 
the  ^Medical  Adviser,  who  visits  and  reports  on  urgent  cases. 


COUNTY  LABORATORY. 

Complete  outfits  are  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
under  whose  personal  supervision  the  work  of  the  Laboratory  is 
conducted.  Positive  results  are  transmitted  by  telephone  or 
telegram  in  order  to  avoid  delay.  No  charge  is  made  for  the 
examination  of  “ ordinary  ” specimens  arising  out  of  the  routine 
work  of  any  Sanitary  Authority  in  the  County. 

Specimens,  however,  sent  by  the  general  public  are  subject  to 
a modified  fee.
